IS SMALL ITEM. 


Only One-sixth Retail Selling 
Price of Shoes. 


Hides Now Cost No More 
Than Before War. 
Loose Leaf Tobacco Markets 
Will Reopen. 


(RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
MILWAUKEE (Wis.) Jan. 13.— 
The cost of the hide out of which 
shoe leather is made is only about a 


sixth of the retail price of a pair of 
men’s shoes, according to L. D. H. 
Weld of Swift & Co., Chicago, who 
today addressed the National Retail 
Shoe Dealers’ Association. 

“Hides have fallen in value until 
now they cost no more than before 
the European war,” he said. “One 
grade that sbdid for nearly 50 cents 
a pound a year ago brings only about 
15 cents. .Calfskins, out of which 
uppers are made, have fallen even 
more, from around $1 a pound to 
around 15 cents.”

Star Witness in Denton Case 
Coming With Daughter. 


They Refuse Affidavits fof 
Mrs. Peete’s Defense. 


Contents of Depositions for 
Latter Made Known. 


Mrs. Ida WL. Gregory and her 
daughter, Miss Maude Gregory, old 


acquaintances of Mrs. Lofie 
Louise Peete, and at one 
time occupants with her of 
the Denton house at 675 South 


Catalina street, left Denver yester- 
day for Los Angeles, to appear here 
as the star witnesses for the prose- 
cution when Mrs. Peete goes to trial 
charged with the murder of Jacob 
Cc. Denton. Both women are under 
subpoena from the District Attor- 
ney’S office, and are expected to 
reach this city tomorrow night. 

The news of their departure was 
obtained by The Times in Denver 
yesterday coincidentally with the in- 
formation that the interrogatories 
prepared by the Public Defender’s 
office in Mrs. Peete’s defense, and 
submitted to nine Denver men and 
women, have been filled out and sent 
to Los Angeles. Testimony which 
Acting Public Defender Aggeler con- 
siders important to Mrs. Peete's de- 
fense is contained in these affidavits. 
The prosecution, however, attaches 
little importance to this line of evi- 
dence, and did not attempt to cross- 
examine the Denver witnesses. 

The interrogatories sent to Los 
Angeles include testimony given by 
George T. Acheson, Katherine West- 
endorf, W. R. Brikenmayer, George 
Perrin, Countess Loyise von Richt- 
hofen, V. Nacamul, M. Ethel Fras- 
er, Clara A. Wheeler, Sarah Mc- 
Nulty, all nurses and physicians, who 
were asked if in thei opinion Mrs. 
Peete could have carried, lifted or 
dragged a man weighing more than 
200 pounds. Most of these wit- 
hesses are said to have reported that 
they did not think Mrs. Peete was 
Strong enough for that task, al- 
though most of these witnesses have 
not had any professional dealings 
with Mrs. Peete for months and 
years. 

The only interrogatory to which 
cross-eamination was prepared was 
filled out) in Salone, Ari., by Dick 
Wick Hall. This witness, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Peete's friends, said he 
saw Denton in Los Angeles on or 
about June 6, with his arm in a 
sling. The iDstrict Attorney's cross- 
examination developed the fact that 
Hall was’ not certain of the date, 
The. Times learned. and that M® could 
not state whether he saw Denton 
May 29 or June 4. Hal! insisted, 
however, that when he did see Den- 
ton, the man had’his arm in a 
sling. 

That Mrs. Gregory and her daugh- 
ter, at one time close friends of Mrs. 
Peetc, had refused to make allidavits 
for the defense became known yes- 
terday. Mrs. Peete is looking for- 
ward to their arrival, and is said to 
be confident that the Gregorys will 
be good witnesses for her. 

The importance of the testimony 
Mrs. Gregory and her daughter are 
expected to give for the prosecution 
lies in the fact that they are said 
by the presecution to have gone in- 
to the Denton house’ shortly after 
Denton’s bod\ was placed in the 
death crypt in the basement, and 
that they will tell the jury of Mrs. 
Peete’s actions and statements be- 
fore and after their arrival in the 
house. 

Mrs. Peete last night denied that 
she or anyone repregenting her had 


sought to obtain permission from 
Judge Willis fur Betty Peete, her 
4-year-old daughter, to attend the 


trial. Judge Willis said the matter 
was discussed informally and that 
he said he did not allow ehildren 
in his courtroom and that the same 
policy would be applied in the Den- 
ton case. 


“I never asked for permission to] 


have my child in the courtroom dur- 
ing the trial,”” Mrs. Peete told Times 
representatives. “Mr... Peete and I 
are interested only in her -welfare. 
We have kept this away from her 
all these weeks and intend to do gee 
throughout.” 

Dist.-Atty. Woolwine and 
mond I. Turney. his deputy in the 
Denton case, have located two new 
witnesses whose stories are to he 
heard by the jury, it was learned 
yesterday. Neither one would dis 
close the details of their testimony. 
Acting Public Defender Aggeler is 
also said to have obtained new wit- 
nesses in the past few days. This 
testimony is characterized by friends 
of Mrs. Peete as a thunderbolt. 


TO VOTE ON 
CHARTER AT 
GLENDALE. 
New City Manager Form of 


Government Préposed: To 
be Decided in March. 


The question of a new form of 
municipal government for Glendale 
will be submitted to the electors of 
that city on March 29. 

This was determined when the 
Board of Trustees at their meeting 
iast night voted to accept a draft of 
a city charter drawn by a board 
of fregholders and submitted to the 
trustees for their approval. 

The new charter provides for a 
managerial form of goyernment and

CAVE-IN BURIES 
TRIO; KILLS ONE. 


W orkmen Dig Frantically for 
Hour to Make Rescue. 


Brother of Victim Collapses 
With Shovel in Hand. 


Four Hours of Effort Futile to 
Save Third Life.

One man was killed and fwo oth- 
ers badly injured late yesterday aft- 
ernoon when the banks of a drain- 
age ditch at Irving Boulevard, near 
Weat First street, in which the nen 


were digging, caved in and the three 
were buried alive by an avalanche of 
dirt. 


Other workmen who witnessed the 


landslide rushed to the scene w 
shovels, but it teok four hours of 
furious digging before the last man, 
Fred Reitz, aged 34. of 615 Kohler 
street, was uncovered. He was dead 
when they reached his boy. 

The other two men, who were 
rescued sooner. were Andy Miller, 
Who lives at First and Rose streets 
and Pete Calleja, of 419 Sunset 
Houlevard. 

BOTH HAVE FRACTURES. 

As soon as they were released by 
workmen's shovels from their prison, 
they were rushed to the Receiving 
Hospital. There it was found that 
Miller had possible fractures of sev- 
eral ribs and Calleja had both hands 
broken, Both men suffered from 
dirt in their eyes and nostrils. They 
will recover, Police Surgeon Good- 
rich stated. 

Uncovering an unexpected stratum 
of sand caused the cave-in, which 
occurred shortly after 4 o'clock, ac- 
cording to Supte A. A. MacLennon 
of. the Tracy E. Shoults Company, 
the firm which was constructing the 
ditch in connection with the develop- 
ment of their subdivision in that vi- 
cinity. Allavallable men were rushed 
the spot with picks and shov-, 
els and the police ambulance was 
called and stood by while the work- 
men dug. 

After an hour's excavating, Mil- 
ler and Calleja were reached.

Bebe Daniels is awaiting her 
hearing for speeding, which is set 
for 9 a.m. next Wednesday. She is 
the first woman to be arrested, in 
Orange county while exceeding the 
fifty-mile-per mark.

happen after that. 

“They do say she’s pretty and has 


rvampish eyes of a highly penetrative 


power. I've seen her vamp weak- 
er men than I in the pictures. I'm a 
strong man—not afraid of 
thing——but if she tries to vamp me 
I don’t know what will happen.” 

Miss Daniels would not admit last 
night that she will attempt to vamp 
the Judge. She admitted that while 


returning from San Diego with her 


mother, she was “doing” a \little 
better than fifty-six miles per hour. 
She said her radiator was leaking 
and she was hastening toward the 
next town to have it fixed. How 
should she know it was Santa Ana? 
She had no idea she was in Orange 
county. Not realizing the speed her 
car was traveling, she had a vague 
idea that she might still be in San 
Diego county. 

“Judge Cox need have no fear that 
T will try to vamp him. I don’t 
want to make him angry, for iff I 
do I will probably go to jail. I do 
not relish jails.” 

Miss Daniels said, however, that 
the specter of a jail sentence has 
not robbed her of any sleep. She 
admits it will make things uncom- 
fortable for her, maybe, but she 
will make the best of it. She could 
cook meals for Jailer “Budge” Lacy 
or the prisoners. And will she be per- 
mitted to have a piano in her cell? 
Her friends have already promised 
to send her flowers, and “Fatty” 
Arbuckle even plans to fix it so 
she would only spend one day in 
jail. He and eight other friends 
would spend one day each in jail for 


Miss Daniels. 


If Miss Daniels escapes without 
a jail sentence, Justice Cox's record 
as a stern®* champion of the law of 


speeding will be somewhat wrinkled. 


She will be the first fifty-mile-per 
speeder to escape. 

Justice Cox first set a heavy foot 
down on the speeders in August, 
1916, when he sentenced F. L. Moon, 
debonair society leader of Coronado, 
to eat his meals behind prison bars 
for ten days. 

“T’'ll stop this speeding in Orange 

county if I have to send them all 
to jail,” said he, as he sentenced 
Moon. And all the big lawyers in 
the West could not have caused the 
judge to alter his verdict.

Many a man in the United States 
today would rather face his mother- 
in-law than a pair of scales. 

Many a woman dines on a string 
bean and a glass of skimmed milk 
when her very goul clamors for 
foast pork, French fried potatoes 
and a piece of peach Pie. 

The great fear of the age is that 
we will grow fat. 

Such fear is, in a way, commend- 


@ble. Superfiuity of bulk is con- 
ducive neither to speed nor effi- 
ciency. Excessive fat is likely to 


clog the brain cells as it does 
those of the body. 


PREVENTION BEATS 


Reasonable reductiqn, or better 
efil, keeping the weight within 
bounds, is heartily tcommendable. 
With flesh, as with al! discomforts 
in fe, an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure. 

No people in all the world place 
@o much importance upon physical 
fitness, upon preserving the contour 
of God's best handiw®rk and car- 
ing for its functions as the Ameri- 
cans. 

This is to their everlasting credit, 
May it always be so. 

There ia only one danger con- 
Pected with this reducing business. 

As in all things, our enthusiasm 
threatens to carry us beyond the 
bounds of good health. fe go in- 
to the sport hook, line and sinker. 

The most difficelt task within the 
scope of.an American is to make 
haste slowly. When we decide it is 
time to reduce we want to turn the 
trick overnight. No turtle progress. 
And herein lies the danger. 

COPELAND OFFERS ADVICE. 

Dr. Royal 8S. Copeland, Commis- 
sioner of Health for the City of 
New York, offers a bit of advice up- 
on the subject which now occupies 
thé attention of thousands of our 
citizens who have already entered 
or about to enter the ranks of the 
reducers. 

“At the risk of making myself 
thoroughly unpopular with those en- 

ed in the strenuous sport,” says

George Washington. I must tell the 
to take off weight is by diet and ex- 
ercise. 

“Do T hear groans and exclama- 
tions and imprecations? Even so, an 
operation is not exactly a happy 
event, yet there are times when we 
must have them. 

“The diet is very simple,” con- 
tinues Dr. Copeland, “Eliminate 
starches, sugars, fata. 

“Following the diet is a dish of 
another flavor, It requires wif 
power for a man or woman to re- 
duce. The weakling or the selfish 
person finds it practically impos- 
sible, unless he subjects himself to 
authority in some institution. 

THE FAT CRAVE SWEETS. 

“The unfortunate part of the sit- 
uation is that fat clamors for the 
very things it should be denied. It 
craves sweets, pastry, candy, pud- 
dings. It demands potatoes, breads 
and the like. It is eager for rich 
meats, butter, cream. 

“To say no to these hungerings 
and to keep saying ‘no,’ requires 
will power, determination, charac- 
ter. It is up to the individual to 
decide if the game is worth the 
price if he wants to keep his figure 
more than he does to indulge his 
appetite. A slim waist or an ap- 
ple dumpling, that is the question 
each must settle for himself. 

“Green vegetables, lean meats, 
fruits, except bananas, breads, from 
which the starch has been removed, 
must form the daily grind of the 
reducers. It is a fairly satisfactory 
list when you come to work it out 
in detail.” 


SKIMMED MILK GOOD. 


Regarding the milk diet in vogue 
with certain of the thinning circle, 
Dr. Copeland has this to say. 

“Skimmed milk contains all the 
ingredients for nourishment of 
adults, but none for fat making. It 
ja rich in vitamines. Taken within 
reason and augmented by other 
nonfattening foods, it is excellent. 
However. a straight skimmed milk 
diet, carried on for any considerable 
length of time, is liable to be too 
great a shock to the system, to 
weaken it so that it becomes an 
éasy prey to disease. 


“This, by the way, is the great 
danger in all heroic reducing. I am 
told of a woman who fasted for 
twenty days and took off twenty 
pounds. At the end of the twenty 
days she was to disease gerths what 
flowers are to a honey bee. If any 
of these germs had succeeded in 
working their way into her system 
the result would have beén ninety- 
nine to one for fatality. Her sys- 
tem was too weakened by such a 
shock to fight -the enemy. Also, 
unless she has exercised ex- 
traordinarily vigilance in the matter 
of taking up regular foods after her 
fast. she will develon acute stomach 
troubles. 

STARVATION DEADLY. 

“When a person starts in to diet 
by the starvation method he gambles 
with his life. And he takes evena 
longer gambling chance when he 
reduces by means of any of the pat- 
ent or other medicines which pur- 
port to obviate the necessity for diet 
or exercise. 

“I do not know of one such rem- 
edy but has a direct and injurious 
effect upon the heart. Most of them 
contain thyroid extracts. Ask any 
reputable physician the effect of 
thyroids upon the heart. Dozens of 
the foolhardy have taken these 
reducing remedies without consult- 
ing a physician, have developed 
chronic heart trouble, or in case 
their hearts were already weak, 
have died suddenly and, to all ap- 


truth. The only safe and sane way 


pearances, unaccountably. Taking 
medicines to reduce is like crossing 
a wet street directly in front ofa 
heavy truck on the chance that the 
truck will miss you.” 

Dr. Copeland is an earnest dis- 
ciple of the arts of walking and 
breathing. 

“Walk briskly and breathe deep- 
ly,”” 1s his advice. 

“You may saunter along for miles 
without getting any physical re- 
sults other: than tired muscles. To 
derive benefit from walking you 
must show speed, pep and perspira- 
tion. Get the walking habit and 
your waistline will measure in pro- 
portion to your mileage. Let some 
recognized physical instructor decide 
what exercises you need and once 
you have your course stick to it, 


TAKE THD AIR. 


‘Tnless you breath enough fresh 
air into your lungs to burn up and 
purify the waste in your system 
neither exercise nor diet will have 
proper effect. Take the air all the 
way down to yor toes. 

“Above all, do not worry about 
your weight. Worry brings about 
worse disasters than flesh. The 
main object of your physical efforts 
should be health. <A healthy man 
is a happy man.”

The 
radicals in America are not seeking the 
truth. What they went is fictitious materia! 
with which to foment their revolution. 
Schwartz and his wife were in the category 
of millions of other sincere but misguided 
members of the working classes in America. 
They believed certain things were true be- 
cause they wanted them to be true. But 
, they were too honest at heart to deny the 
evidence of their own eyes and ears. And 
for that Schwartz will be excommunicated 
by all the radical groups ia America.

We wonder if 
they will be willing to accept the statement 
of M. Schwartz, who certainly cannot be 
truthfully accused of capitelistic bias.

gether for the reconstruction of our shat- 
tered civilization it will not be done through 
the obstructive tactics of our Borahs and 
Reeds and Hiram Johnsons, but by the ju- 
Ciclal brains and constructive efficiency of 
such statesmen as William Howard Taft 
and Herbert Hoover. Then once again we 
shall discover that the middie course is 
safest. 


The liberation of America from the bond- 
ege of strong drink was also carried out 
by the efforts of the extremists. The re- 
sult has gone to show that even desperate 
diseases do not always calls for desperate 
remedies. The extreme results the Vol- 
stead Act aimed at achieving have partly 
defeated the object of that act. This is 
but another instance of placing the passage 
of a law above the possibilities of enforc- 
ing it, whereas the enforcement of the law 
should have been the first consideration. 
The middje-course ordinance in Los Angeles 
worked admirably and was enforced to the 
letter with very little difficulty. The same 
can hardly be said of the Volstead Act.

Having once delivered an ultimatum it 
must be lived up to. Chaos is the only 
siternative. Compromise, however, | 
itself to modification and adjustment.

The politi- 
cians are utterly unable to retrench or save. 


lf a dozen milliong are demanded for some 


imperative cause new taxes must be. dis- 
closed to furnish the money. No use in 
trying to save the money by damming the 
flow from other channels. If the people 
need schools or roeds they must pay extra 
for them. Therefore we must have fresh 
sources of taxation and a new set of of- 
ficilals to assess and collect. Economy is a 
lost art and thrift a back number. The 
people who vote bonds are to blame and 
the politicians are but obeying orders when 
they are shoveling the millions out of the 
tpeasury—at least that is the way they 
teel about it. 


OUR CONSTITUTION. 

When the framers of the Constitution 
had completed their work, which was accom- 
plished only by compromises and agrec. 
ments, they found plenty of hostility to it. 
There were several States where the Cop- 
stitution won only by the 
margins. 

And so it would be with any atiempt to 
set up a system more suited to our pres@nt 
needs. Waatever one set of men devised 


another set of men would feel competent to, 


improve upon, and so it always will be. 

Perhaps it is well that it should be thus. 
for it probably keeps us from pulling this 
governmental system spart every few years 
with a view to rebuilding it on some better 
basis, when the proof is strangely lacking 
that if we had almost any system we should 
find it in reality any better. : 

The government the Constitution gives us 
has its shortcomings, but it as nearly 
proaches perfection as any system that 
likely to be set up.—[ Hartford Times.

discontinte the construction of new 
bungalows and other = structures 
Planned to house the overfiow of 
pupils. Added to this, it Is said, the 
district will be $55.000 short of the 
money required to pay teachers’ sal- 
aries this year. 

This deficit is named in an official 
statement issued. by the board .to- 
day. It is pointed out that while 
the school enrollment has grown 
from 6616 to $150 in a year's time, 
a gain of 2534, failure of - dena 
to vote money for extensions has 
made it impossible to provide fa- 
cilities necessary to care for the in- 
crease. With last year's enroliment 
the buildings were overcrowded. 

As an emergency measure the 
board equipped all basements with 
desks and other furnishings and 
started cheaply-constructed bunga- 
lows as a temporary measure, but 
there is not sufficient mon¢y on 
band to complete them. The board 
announces that double school ses- 
sions will probably be the rule in 
the near future.
